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Received a call from Pat Holt, Staff Director, 

Senate Foreign Relations Committee, who was inquirying about the status of 
the NIDs. He said some of their members are still concerned about the 
issue that was raised concerning this publication. I told him on the basis of 
reactions we had received on the Hill earlier, we are continuing the distribution 
of the NID. I said the decision to continue it may not be final but I assured 
him we would give him prior notice if distribution is to be terminated. Holt 
said he thought he could handle the matter on this basis with the members but 
made it clear there were some strong feelings on this subject. 

I took this opportunity to tell Holt that his letter on the U-2 transcripts 
indicating that other agencies had no objection to its release had actually caused 
a reexamination of the subject with the discovery that several agencies have 
testimony by their witnesses which contain matters of concern to other depart- 
ments and this might mean that transcripts of testimony would have to be 
reviewed by more than one organization. It does not appear that this is giving 
Holt any great problems at the moment but I am sure he will expect responses 
within a reasonable length of time.
